Whenever we ate tempted to do 
an evil Work, we are to remember always, That Sa- 
tan is there, where his Buſineſs is: And lo in our Re- 
creations, we ate to uſe them as Recteations, and not 
as Trades. By taking theſe few Rules for the Govern- 
ment of our Actions, we ſhall abhor evil ones, becauſe 
we fear _ we ſhall ſcorn compliance with arty Temp: 
ration to them, becauſe we hate to ſerve the Devil; 
and we ſhall keep a Conſcience void of offence, and 
clear, as in all our Doings: in gencral, ſo in particular 
in our very Recreations too, becauſe they ate (at the 
beſt) great Purloincrs of that precious Time, which is 
but very ſhort, and yet all we have ro fir us for Eter- 
nity.

So 
Solomon in his Book of Wiſdom, Chap. 4. V. 10. ſpeaks 
thus of him. He pleaſed God, and was beloved of him; ſo that 
living among Sinners,he was tranſlated. To the ſum? pur- 
poſe, and ſtill more fully, rhe wiſe Son of Sirach in the 
44th Chapter of Eccleſiaſticus, where he gives a Relati- 
on, and ſets forth the Praiſe of certain Famous and Holy 
Men, makes this Honourable Mention of Enoch, which 
we have at the 16th V. of the Chapter, in theſe Words; 
Enoch pleaſed the Lord, and was tranſtated, being an Exam- 
ple of Repentance to all Generations. And the Apoſtle in 
the 11th Chapter of the Epiſtle to the Hebrews, where 
he exhibirs a noble Catalogueof thoſe Wot thies, whoſe 
Faith was to emient and ſo exemplary, tells us at the 
Sth Verſe, That by Faith Enoch was tranſlated, that he 
' ſhould not ſee Death; and was not found, becauſe God had 
tranſlated him : For before his Tranſlation he had this Teſtimo-· 
ny, that he pleaſed God ; whom without Faith (as the ſame 
Apoſtle declares at the 6th V.) it is inpoſũble to pleaſe : Fo 
he that comes to God, muſt believe that he zs, and that he us 
a Rewarder of them that diligently ſeek bim. : 
Ihe ſerious Conſideration of this, will make us ceaſ 
to do evil. and learn to do well; and in this imperfe& State 
ſtrive after Perfect ion in all the Duties of Religion. For we 
muſt not on:y ceaſe to do evil, and learn to do well, a 
we are exhorted in Iſai.

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is to be diligentty travers'd and gone Through to that End: 
For that is true VViſdom, that VViſdom which the Plalmiſt 
begs of God, So to tech us to number our Days, that we may 
apply our Hearts unto it, Pial. 90. 12. Wo 
Theſe are Duties, which (I am afraid) have been too much 
neglected by you: Wh, perhaps will ſay, What? muſt we 
be 10 wrapt in Religion, ſo taken up with Holy Offices, as to 
negle& the neceſſary Concerns of Human: Life ? In anſwet 
to this, give me leave to tell you, That this is not in any wiſe 
the Conſequence of this Doctrine. For we are always to re- 
member, that the Service of Godand the Duties of our Call- 
ings go together; That the Service of God does not joſtle out 
the Duties of our Callings, nor the Duties of our Callings 
render (any ways) the Service of God unwelcome to them; 
bat that on the contrary, the Daties of our Callings become 
ſanctify'd. by the Service of God; and the Service of God is 
then duly paid, when we attend (as we ought) faithfully, 
and diligently, and feaſonably, to the Duties of our Callings: 
Provided always that thoſe be proper Callings, that is; lawtul 
and honeſt Employments. I beg of you, if you are Chriſtians, 
to conſider this; and in a diligent diſcharge of the Duties of 
our Callings carry it always in your Minds, to labour after 
hr iſtian Perfection, that is, be as good as ever you can be 
in this World; iff for no other reaſon, yet becauſe. it is the 
way to bring you to a nearer and more intimate Union and 
Communion with at / Jeſus; in which alone our true Hap- 
pineſs and Felicity coffiſts. . A wiſe Man will not fail to do 
this, and that with all ſpeed imaginable; eſpecially when he 
conliders, in the Secon Place, That he who walks ſo with 
God throughout the whole courſe of his Life, ſhall have an 
eaſie Death, and be near as much comforted in it, as if he 
were never to taſte of it, but be actually tranſlated with E- 
noch.
